COURT AW AITS STORK 


MADRID, April 8 .— T h e royal de­ 
cree just issued with the details of the 
ceremony of the presentation of the 
heir to the Spanish throne at the m o ­ 
ment of its birth prescribe that all 
the court officials shall be present 
also the 
ministers, the K nights of 
the Golden Fleece, the captain gener­ 
al, the commission of the Asturias and 
representatives of the civil and mili­ 
tary corporations. 
M embers of the 
diplomatic corps will be invited to at­ 
tend the ceremony. 
If the child is a boy the Spanish flag 
will be hoisted on the palace and a sa­ 
lute of twenty-one guns will be fired. 
If it is a girl a white flag will be run 
and a salute of fifteen guns will be 
fired. 
If the event occurs at night an 
electric light in the national colors 
will be displayed on the palace for a 
boy and one of a white light for a 
girl. 
All custom ary decrees ordering a 
general amnesty, the release of pris­ 
oners condemned for minor offenses 
and the bestowal of recompenses and 
decorations 
upon 
various 
persons 
have been prepared. 
T he decrees direct attention to the 
remarkable publicity given in accord­ 
ance with the etiquette of the S pan­ 
ish court to the intimate affairs of 
the royal family. As soon as evident 
signs of approaching confinem ent are 
noticed those invited to attend the 
cerem ony must hasten to the palace, 
the men. attired in uniform and the 


women in court dress. 
T h e y must loved son 
wait in the ante-chamber until the in-, sot to the 
fant is presented. 
W ith the least pos­ 
sible delay the baby is dressed and 
W aehsm ith, 'placed in a basket standing on a gold­ 
en salvor. 
The king takes the basket, 
holding the child in his hands, and 
followed by mem bers of the 
royal 
family, enters the saloon where the 
presentation ceremony is held. 
Rais­ 
ing the veil over the infant’s face the 
king says: 
‘‘I present to you my be-
